Sir WILLIAM MURRAY of Tullibardine, the eldeſt fon 
and next in the line of this noble family, was in a high de- 
gree of favour with King James III. There is a charter in 
the cuſtody of his Grace the Duke of Atholl, by that Prince 
Dilecto noſtro ac familiari militi Willielmo de Morravia de 
Tullibardine, pro ſuo fideli ſervitio nobis impenſo ſeneſcal- 
liam noſtram comitatus de Strathern, ac dominii de Balqu- } 
Hidder. This charter of the Stewartry of Strathern and Lord- 
wy of Balquhidder is dated 18th Jan. 1482. In the fiſt 
- parliament of King James IV. anno 1488, we find him ſit- 
ting as a member; for we may remark, that although the 
_ ſmaller Barons were diſpenſed by an act of King James J. 
from perſonal attendance in awe „ anno 1427, yet 
the greater Barons, even under the degręe of Lords of Parlia- 
ment, were not, but ſat there in virtue of their Baronies;

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Forth and credit at that time , ſays, ſpeaking of the Laird 
of Tullibardine, that he always retained a dutiful reſpect to 
the Queen's Majeſty, and ny entered into the aſſociation 
for the ſafety of the young Prince, and puniſhment of the. 
King's murder. Though the Laird of Tullibardine, the 
Comptroller, was in great friendſhip and confidence of ſome 
of thoſe who went all lengths againſt the Queen; yet he 
never could be prevailed on to concur with them in one ſingle 
act that was derogatory to her honour, dignity, and ſafety; but 
. when the Queen was forced to fiy out of the kingdom, and. 
the government. eſtabliſhed in the. perſon of her ſon the 
Prince, he ſubmitted to that authority and kept the Comp 
troller's place long after. He was of the Privy Council to the 
Regents * : Upon the death of the Earl of Mar the Regent, 
who was his brother-in-law, in 1572, he and Sir Alexander

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| WiLLIAM, ſecond Earl of Tullibardine, while he was a young 


man, being in the town of Perth on the memorable 5th of Aug. 


1600, when John, Earl of Gourie and Mr. Alexander Ruth- 
ven, his brother, attempted to lay violent hands on the ſacred per- 
ſon of the King their Sovereign; upon their being both flain, the 
Citizens of Perth, hearing that the Earl of Gourie, who had 
been their Provoſt at the time, was ſlain, roſe in a tumult, and 
in all probability, conſidering their numbers and the ferment 
they were in, would have cut the Court in pieces, if the young 
Laird of Tullibardine, who was accidentally in town that day, 
had not interpoſed with his retinue and his friends, carried off 
the King, and all with him ſafe to Falkland. For this moſt ſig- 
nal and meritorious ſervice, the Laird of Tullibardine got the 
Sheriffſhip of Perthſhire, that had heritably belonged to the 
Houſe of Ruthven, the Earls of Gourie, and has moſtly conti- 
nued in the family of Atholl, ever fince that time. 5 : 
This William, the ſecond Earl of Tullibardine, made a very 
noble alliance by marriage; for his Lordſhip married the Lady 
Dorothea Stewart, eldeſt daughter and heir of the line to John 
the fifth Earl of Atholl, of the Stewartine line; by whom he 
had only John, his ſon and heir, and a daughter Anne, who 
was married to Sir John Moncrief of that Ilk, then an ancient 
conſiderable family, as any in all the county of Perth. ._ 
This Earl of Tullibarbine laid before his Majeſty King 
Charles I. the claim and title his lady, the Counteis of Fulli- 
bardine and his children, had to the honour and dignity of Earl 
of Atholl, ſetting forth, that the Counteſs was the eldeſt daugh- _ 
ter, and heir of line and at law to the deceaſed Earl of Atholl, 
her father; that the family of Innermeath, who had got the 
title of Earl of Atholl upon the demiſe of her father, were now 
all extinct, and out of the way, and therefore ſhe conceived that 
| ſhe was well intitled to her father's dignity. The King re- 
ceived the petition very graciouſly, and told the Earl of Tulli- 
bardine, that fince it was plain that the former Earls of Atholl 
were all extinct in the male line, that it was but juſt and rea- 
ſonable that the dignity of Atholl, which had ſo long and ſo 
gloriouſly flouriſhed in the race of the Stewarts, in whom he 
himſelf had a relation in blood, ſhould be revived and eſtabliſh= 
ed in the perſon and deſcendants of the lady; who was the heir 
of line and at law, and gave his royal word the thing ſhould be 
done. But as the Earl of Tullibardine was to do his lady and 
children juſtice, ſo as to have the title and honour of Earl of 
Atholl brought into them, ſo he did not think but that he 


ought to take care to do all that was poſſible for him, to pre- 


ſetve the honour of Tullibardine as a diſtinct and ſeparated dig- 
nity, that was not to be immerged or conſolidated into that of 
Earl of Atholl, when that honour came to be veſted in his ſon ; 
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v ho would become heir both to his father and mother in their reſpec. 
tive dignities and Peerages; this the Earl repreſented to his M ajeſty 
"fo effectually, that it was agreed and concerted, that he ſhould 
reſign and render bis On title and Peerage of Earl Tullibar- 
dine, into his Majeſty's hands, in favour of his brother Sir Pa. 
trick Murray, Knight of the Bath, and one of the Gentlemen 
of the Bed- chamber; and who himſelf had a good ſhare of fa- 
your, and had acquired the eſtate of Tullibardine from his bro. 
ther. Accordingly, William Earl of Tullibardine did ſurren- 
der, on the 1ſt of April, 1626 5, the title, honour, dignity, 
and precedency, of Earl of Tullibardine, in order that it might 
be, de novo, conferred on Sir Patrick Murray aforeſaid 
but in the interim, before the ſeveral different deeds and patents 
could be perfected, the Earl of Tullibardine died, which 
brought theſe tranſactions for ſome time to a ſtand ; but that 
juſt and excellent Prince, King Charles, well knowing the in- 
tention of the parties in the whole tranſaction, and that it was in- 
tended, that both the Peerage of Athol] and Tullibardine ſhould 
be diſtinctly repreſented ; therefore his Majeſty was graciouſly 
pleaſed to acknowledge, that William, the deceaſed Earl of Tul- 
Tibardine, had reſigned his titles of honour of Earl of Tullibar- - 
«dine, in favour of his brother, Sir Patrick Murray, and which 
he was moved in Juſtice to confer upon him. Accordingly a pa- 
tent paſſed the Great Seal, creating him Earl of Tullibardine, 
bearing date the penult. of January, 1628 *, and to his heirs 
male Whatſoever: But the King, who regulated his whole con- 
duct by the maxims and principles of conſcience and honour, 
Having done juſtice to Sir Patrick Murray, in giving him the 
title of Earl of Tullibardine, conformable to the intention of 
the refignation, he very quickly after that, did juſtice to his 
nephew John Murray, fon and heir of the deceaſed Earl of Tul- 
Tibardine, for he was ſoon after inveſted in the honour, title, 
dignity, and Peerage of Earl of Atholl. The preamble of the 
tent is very noble, and reflects great honour on the patentee ; 
for his Majeſty narrates, that the honour and dignity of Earl

This noble Earl, continued a loyal and quiet ſubject durin 
the peaceable time of the reign of King Charles. At the ff 
rupture when the troubles began in 1639, he attached himſelf 
to the King's ſide with great firmneſs and fidelity, he raifed'his 
Atholl men to the number of 1800 or 2000 men, declaring his 
intention was to ſupport the honour and dignity of the crown; 
and that he would oppoſe every meaſure, or whatever party he 
judged were driving things to leſſen or eclipſe the luſtre of it, 
or were making undue and illegal ſtretches, on whatſoever pre- 
tence, of leſſening and invading the ſovereignty in any branch of 
its {inherent er.. we MENT Lane PR 152 097 7 
But all jealouſies and animoſities being, at leaſt ſeemingly, 
compoſed by the King's own preſence in the parliament 1641;

among them, and the ſupport his country afforded them, they 
mould have ſtarved for want of proviſion and forage, and their

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ceived; and the ſtate of that country ſo dreadfully miſrepte. 
ſented,” that they were fo far from being in any degree of 
rebellion, that they were in a ſtate of perfect quiet, and by no 


ſingle circumſtance, it could appear to him, that any rebellion | 
was intended, when he had examined as far into the bottom of 
things as was poſſible, while he remained in that part of the 


country. So his Lordſhip being of himſelf a noble, generous, 


free · kearted man, he would be no longer. party in ſo violent 
an adminiſtration, nor could he endure to ſee. ſuch havock made 
in any part of the kingdom, where he himſelf was a ſubject; 
ſo upon this he fell off from Duke Lauderdale, and joined with 
the Duke of Hamilton, the Earl of Perth, and ten or twelve 
of the nobility, with about 150 gentlemen of quality, wo 
went up to London to complain of the violence and-illegality i 
of the adminiſtration.

His Grace was a man of great parts, but far greater virtues, 
of a lively apprehenſion, a clear and ready judgment, a co- 
pious eloquence, and of a very confiderable degree of good 
une t Ono Se nr NS, 

In the life-time of his father the Marquis, he came early 
into the revolution, and ſoon declared for the Prince of Orange. 


The merit of this ſervice, together with the relationſhip his 


Lordſhip had the honour to ftand in to his Highneſs in blood, 
ſoon brought him into a degree of confidence and favour that 


was very particular. He had the command of a regiment of 


foot, but his genius being more adapted to the cabinet than the 
held, his Majeſty King William was pleaſed to make him one 
of the principal Secretaries of State, in conjunction with Mr. 
Ogilvie, afterward Earl of Seafield and Findlater, anno 1696, 
much about the ſame time he was created a Peer, by the title 
of the Earl of Tullibardine n, by letters patent, bearing date 
the 27th of July, 1697, and named High Commiſſioner, to 
repreſent his Majeſty's perſon in the ſixth ſeſſion of Parliament, 


which ſat down at Edinburgh the 8th of September, 1697, 


wherein it is remarked, that every thing the Court aſked was 
granted, and all acted with great unanimity . But the Earl 
of Tullibardine, being a perſon who had the honour and proſ- 
perity of his country much more at heart than any private 
conſideration of his own ; and by this time clearly perceiving, 
if he continued in the Miniſtry, that he muſt enter into mea- 
ſures that would bring his country in a ſlayiſh dependance on 
England, and give way to ruin the national project of the 
African company, ſettled at Darien ; he would go no further 
on with the Court; ſo he laid down all his publick poſts and 
empioyments, and retired from the ſcene. 3 
It was not the diſappointment the Earl of Tullibardine met 
with in recommending a friend of his to a high poſt, that (as 
ſome of them have afleried) was the root of his diſguſt at the 
Court, which aroſe from another conſideration ; it was the

dance on England, as before obſerved; and that & hich brought

of thele realms, no man in the nation was more overjoyed to 
ſee one of the race of Stuarts wearing the crown, than the Earl 
n Majeſty Was greatly pleaſed to bring hin 
to the Privy-Council, and to make his Lordſhip Privy Seal ?, in 
lace of the Duke of Queenſbury, who was named Commiſ. 
Roger to the new parliament, that was indicted to ſet down cn 
the 6th of May, 1703, wherein he did the Queen ſo accept. 
able ſervice, that.to countenance. and reward his conſummate 
metit, her Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to create him {being 
now Marquis of Atholl by the demiſe of his father) Duke of 
Atholl, by letters patent, bearing date the 3d of April, 1704 , 
and ſoon thereafter, his Grace was elected and inſtalled one of 
the NN Companions of the moſt ancient and moſt noble 
order of the Thiſtle. His Grace did not long continue Privy 
Seal, for the next enſuing year, her Majeſty thought fit for her 
ſervice to change her Miniſtry. The Duke of Atholl was removed 
from his office, and the Earl of Rothes got the Privy Seal. 
In the parliament of 1706, when the treaty of union came to 
be conſidered, his Grace the Duke of Atholl argued vehemently 
againſt the whole frame of it, as contrary to the fundamental 
laws, and the whole conſtitution of our government, which he 
thought the parliament had no power to alter. In the pro- 
greſs of the debates on this ſubject, he ſpoke and argued 
with ſuch force and ſtrength of reaſoning, that made a 
very great impreſſion on all thoſe that heard him, and created 
In all people a very high eſteem of him. The topicks from 
Which his Grace drew the arguments againſt the union, were 
the antiquity and dignity of the kingdom, which were now of- 
fered to be given up: they were now departing from an inde- 
pendent ſtate, and going into a dependance on England; what 
conditions ſoever might be now ſpeciouſly offered as a ſecurity 
to them, they could not expect they ſhould be adhered to, or 
religiouſly maintained in a parliament, where ſixteen Peers and 
forty-five Commoners could not hold the balance againſt above 
an hundred Peers and five hundred and thirteen Commoners ; it 
was viſible the nobility would ſuffer a great diminution. if not a 
forfeiture by it; for though. they agreed that the Peers of 
Scotland ſhould enjoy all the other privileges of the Peers of 
England, yet the greateft of them all was denied them, which 
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was ſitting and voting in the Houſe of Lords, and their being 
reſtrained to ſixteen, to be elected by the reſt at every new par- 
liament. In debating almoſt every ſingle article his Grace ſpoke 
againſt them with great boldneſs, and ſo much caution, than 
though he provoked the courtiers extremely, no advantage 


could be taken againſt him; and though every queſtion wat 
carried in favour of the treaty, yet his Grace, to clear his.ows 


conſcience, and to leave behind him to poſterity what his thoughts 
and ſentiments in that affair were, before the vote was carried 
in the Houſe, he either proteſted himſelf againſt the article, or 
adhered. to the other members; Who joined with his Grace in 
the oppoſition by ſome of the members of every ſtate,  _ 

After this his Grace the Dukevof Athoil lived at his country 


| ſeats in the 3 ſplendor, till the year 1716, when William; 


Marquis of Tullibardine, then his eldeſt ſon and heir apparent, 
who had been unhappily ſeduced into the rebellion the year be- 
fore, was, by virtue of an act of parliament paſſed in the firſt 
year of the reign of King George J. attainted of high treaſon;

death of the ſaid Duke his father, reciting, that the ſaid John

+ putation as any gentleman in England.“ The Commons, 
much troubled that the Lords ſhould again take the courage to

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On January 21, Sir William Brereton + ſent another fum- 


mons to the Mayor of Cheſter, and the Lord Byron, Gover- 


nor, to which they returned no anſwer in five days; upon 


which Sir William Brereton ſent another letter to them, re- 


quiring an anſwer the ſame day, which they ſent, and offered 


to come to a treaty, if the King did not relieve them within 


twelve days, and deſired a paſs to ſend to him; but it was de- 
nied. On January 29, a treaty was begun * about the ſur- 


render thereof, but nothing concluded. And the Lord Byron's 


letter to the King at Oxford was intercepted, © That if they 
© had not relief by the laſt of January, then of neceſſity they 
© muſt ſurrender - Cheſter” On February 5, letters came to 


the Speaker from Sir William Brereton , That his care of 


< preſerving Cheſter, the moſt conſiderable city in thoſe parts, 
© from ruin, invited him. to entertain a treaty, which was 
© continued ten days, and delayed by the enemy, hoping for 
© relief, for which there were ſtrong preparations, by con- 
junction of Aſhley, Vaughan, aud the Welſh and Iriſh 
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forces, and thoſe Iriſh newly landed. That he ſent forth a 


LN ſtrong party under Colonel Mitton, who prevented their 


conjunction; and then thoſe in Cheſter, hopeleſs of relief, 
came to a treaty. They deſired farther time for the treaty 
to be continued, but Sir William Brereton refuſed it, and 
© thereupon they came to an agreement, on both parts, ta 
« ſurrender the city to the parliament upon articles; in it they 
had all the arms, ammunition, ordnance, and proviſions, 
« the county-palatine ſeal, ſwords, and all the records, &c.* , 
On March 10, 1645, there was a debate between the two 
| houſes concerning the * Lord Byron, whom the Lords thought 
fit not to except from pardon. In April 1645 *, he com- 
manded in Conway in Wales; and, in June 1646, was be- 
ſieged in Caernarvon caſtle ; but the King being in the hands 
of the Scots, and the parliament having brought all places to 
their devotion, he ſurrendered on honourable terme. 
He was afterwards appointed, by King Charles I. Gover- 
nor to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York” ; and being at 
Paris, when his Majeſty was under confinement, he was ſent 
on importunities from Scotland to get as many to declare in 
England, in ſeveral places, as might diſtract the army, and 
keep it from an entire engagement againſt them ; alſo, to dif- 
poſe his old friends about Cheſter and North-W ales to appear 
as ſoon as might be. Thereupon, with the help of Colonel 
Robinſon, he preſently poſſeſſed himſelf of the iſland of An- 
gleſey, and diſpoſed all North- Wales to be ready to declare, as 
ſoon as the Scots ſhould enter the kingdom. And though 
there were riſings in ſeveral counties, yet, on the defeat of 
the Scots army under Duke Hamilton, at Preſton, on Au- 
guſt 17, 1648, they all proved unfortunate. The Lord By- 
ron had again the good luck to eſcape from the hands of the 
rebels, and repaired to Paris to his charge, as Governor of 
the Duke of York ; but, during his abſence *, Sir Edward 
Herbert and Sir George Ratcliff had fo far inſinuated them 
ſelves into the Duke's favour, that he reſolved on a journey 
from Paris to Bruflels, to viſit the Duke of Lorrain, without 
the advice of his Governor, or the Queen his mother. But, 
gat the requeſt of the Queen, the Lord Byron waited on him, 
as he did when the Duke viſited his fifter at the Hague, and 
from thence returned with him to Paris. He afterwards * ac- 
companied that Prince, when he made the campaign under 
the Marſhal Turenne ; and returning to Paris, died there in 
the year 1652, whereby (as the Earl of Clarendon * relates) 
the Duke waz deprived of a very good ſervant, He firſt took 
to wife Cecilia, daughter of Thomas Lord De la War, who 
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dying anno 1638, he, in 1644, married Eleanor, daughter of 
Robert Needham, Lord Viſcount Kilmurrey in Ireland, and 
widow of Peter Warburton, of the Lodge, and of Arley, in 
com” Ceſt.

In which valiant 
adventures he gained ſuch honour, that, on his return, he 
was firſt knighted at Newmarket, March 4, 1626, and was 
deſervedly, raiſed to the degree and dignity of a Baron of this 
realm, by the title of Lord Craven, of Hampſted-Marſhall 
in the county of Berks, by letters-patent bearing date

In 1631, be was one of the commanders of thoſe forces 
ſent to the aſſiſtance of that great hero, Guſtavus King of 
Sweden, then in arms in Germany in defence of the Proteſ- 
tants*.

"gl work (as other bridges of late had been.) And whereas

from Clonmel, which he was bound in an obligation of 


200 l. to perfect and perform ſtrongly and ſubſtantially, but 
built the (aid bridge deceitfully; whereby, ſo ſoon as it was 


finiſhed, part thereof was overthrown-: he therefore aſſigns 


the ſaid John Lodden's bond to his ſon and heir, whom he 


entruſts to ſee that work ſtrongly and ſpeedily finiſhed; and 


bequeaths 120 l. more towards it, and his arms in ſtone to 


be put thereon. And as he eſteemed it a work of great charity,

work he was charitably inclined, though he loſt the benefit of 
his ferry-boat thereby. He alſo deviſed towards the new build. 
ing, covering, and garniſhing of the chancel of the collegiate 

h hall, the ſum of 98. and to the 
r of that pariſh, and thoſe of Liſmore, Tallough, Tallough- 


bridge, Bandon, Coolfaddagh, and Cloghnikilty, rol. each. 


On the rebellion of the Iriſh, and cruel maſſacre of the Pro- 
teſtants, in 1641, the county of Cork was the laſt that felt 


their brutal uſage, being the beſt inhabited with Engliſh of 


any county in that kingdom, by the noble plantations made by 
the Earl of Cork, and was preſerved by his generoſity and 


_ diligence. His Lordſhip * was then juſt returned out of Eng- 


land, and on that eruption immediately fortified his [caſtle of 
Liſmore, and raiſed two troops of horſe, which he put under 


the command of his ſons, the Lords Kinalmeaky and Broghill, 


maintaining them and 400 foot for ſome months at his own 
charge. This noble Earl never thought any thing too much, 


that he ventured for the ſervice of his King and country. In 


December, the ſame year, he was ordered by the government 


to preſerve Youghall from the enemy, with an affignment of 
looo foot and 60 horſe, to whom he gave conſtant pay. His 


letter to George Lord Goring diſplays his great ſpirit and reſo- 
lution, pointing out the various barbarities the © Proteſtants. 


| laboured under: © As weak, ſays he, and infirm as I am, 


© I am commanded hither; and, God willing, I will be ſo | 


; good a conſtable to the King, my maſter, as I will die in 


© the. defence thereof; although I have no Feat hope to de- 
ngliſhmen.”

< and, in effect, all the natives of the county of Limerick, 
are in open action; and, in brief, all, that have ſuck'd 
<. Iriſh milk, are infected with this general treaſon and rebel- 


lion. This poor province of Munſter is encompaſſed with 
| © dangers round about, every day bringing us Job's meſſengers, 
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of killing, preying, burning, and ſpoiling the Engliſh and 
_ © Proteſtants, and none other touched upon; and of the Joſs 
of cities, and walled towns, The Lord Montgarret, and 


the Lord of Upper Offory, have (without a blow ſtruck in 


© the defence of the city of Kilkenny) poſſeſſed themſelves 
© thereof, and ranſacked and ſtripped all the Engliſh Proteſtants 
therein, in ſuch a barbarous and inhuman manner, as is not 


to be believed, &. And therefore, even upon the knees of 


© my foul, I beg you to ſupplicate his Majeſty, and the Lords 


and Commons of both Houſes of Parliament, that bis fruit- | 
« ful province of Munfter (wherein are more cities and walled 


© towns, with more brave harbours and havens, than all the _ 
_ © reſt of the kingdom hath) and the Engliſh ſubjects therein, 


may not, for want of timely ſupplies of men, money, and 
© munition, be loſt; but that you will inſtantly ſollicit the

© with a liberal ſupply of arms and ammunition, whereof the

In another letter to Lord Goring, dated Voughall, Jan.

In February following, Sir Charles Vavaſor arriving there 


with his regiment of foot, the Engliſh were inſpired with freſh

In July, 1642, he was commiſſioned by the Lords Juſtices, 
as Quſtos Rotulorum of the counties of Cork and Waterford, 


to hold a quarter-ſeffions for the indiftment of high treaſon of 
the rebels in thoſe counties; when above eleven hundred, 


which entered into rebellion there, were accordingly indicted; 
as in a letter to the Speaker of the houſe of Commons in Eng- 
landen, dated Auguſt 25, 1642, his Lordſhip ſets forth; and 
that he ſent him the ſaid indiftments to be preſented to the 
houſe,” to be conſidered by ſuch members thereof as are learned 
be reformed and rectified, and returned to him, with ſuch 
amendraents as they ſhall think fit; and, if the houſe pleafed 


to direct, they ſhouid all be proceeded againſt to outlawry, 


whereby his Majeſty may be entitled to their lands and poſſeſ= 
ſions, which he dare affirm were, at the beginning of the in- 
ſurrection, not of (© little yearly value as 200,000]. * This 
«courſe of . proceeding,” ſays his Lordſhip, * againſt the Lords 
and the reſt was not by them ſuſpected, and, I do aſſure you, 
doth much ſtartle them; for now they begin (though too late) 
to take notice that they are in a good forwardneſs to be at- 


their blood, and extirpation of them and their families. 
And the height of their revenge is principally bent againſt the 
Earl of Barrimore, myſelf, and my fons, which we all fore- 
ſaw, before we entered upon this work of works. Sir, I 
pray give me leave to preſent to yourſelf and the honourable 
houſe, that this general rebellion broke forth in October laſt, 
at the very inſtant when I landed here out of England; and 
.tho' it appeared firſt in Ulſter, yet I. mas; am 76 years of 
age, and have eaten the moſt part of my bread in Iteland 
"theſe 54 years, and by my ſeveral employments and com- 
mands in the government of this province and kingdom) 
could not but apprehend that the infection and contagion was 
general, and would, by degrees, quiekly creep into this pro-

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| « vinee; as forthwith it did. And for that I found, ic my 


great grief, that by the courſes the late Earl of Strafford had 


© taken, all or the greateſt part of the Engliſh and Proteſtants 
in this province were deprived of their arms, and debarred 
from having any powder in their houſes; and the King's 


magazines here being ſo weakly furniſhed, as in a manner 
they were empty; 1, without delay, furniſhed all my caſtles 


in theſe counties with ſuch ammunition as my poor armoury 
did afford, and ſent 3001. fterling into England, to be be- 


© ſtowed in ammunition for myſelf and tenants; and put in 
4 ſufficient guards, and nine months victuals, in every of my 


+ caſtles 3 which, I thank God, I have hitherto preſerved and 
made good, not without giving great annoyance out of theſe _ 


+ caſtles to the rebels And for that the late Lord Preſident 
© did judiciouſſy obſerve, that the preſervation of this important 
town and harbour of Youghall was of principal conſequence 
© to be kept for the ſervice of the crown; and prefuming that 
no man exceeded me in power and ability to make it good, 
he prevailed on me, for the advancement of his Majelty's 
© ſervice, to ſecure it; whither I brought two. companies of 
© 100 foot a- piece, all of Engliſh Proteſtants, and well dif- 
« ciplined, and them at my charge are armed. And hitherto 


(I do thank my God) this town and harbour are made good, 


© and is a receptacle not only for all ſhipping,” but alſo for 
© thouſand of diſtreſſed Engliſhmen, which have been ſtripped 
© by the rebels, and have found ſuccour and ſafety here. And 
theſe : 200 men I have kept all the laſt winter until now. to 
defend this town, and weekly paid by poll 38. 6d. a weeks 


until the firſt of March laſt, &c. The troop of horſe, and 


100 foot, which are garriſoned at Liſmore, I have alſo paid 
weekly by poll, as I do the foot company to this day. But 
* I humbly thank the parliament, they have been pleaſed; the 
beginning of laſt month, to bring my ſon Broghill, with his 
* troop of horſe, into his Majeſty's pay; which favour he willy 


"4 hope, by his ſervice merit. I then likewiſe employed my 


© ſecond fon, Kinalmeaky, to govern a town, in the Weſt, of 
© my erection, called Bandon-bridge, the walling and fortify- 
ing whereof ſtood me in 14001. wherein are, at leaſt, 5000 
« ſouls, all Engliſh Proteſtants, and not one Iriſhman or Pa- 


_ © piſt dwelling therein; where there have been ever ſince, 
and yet are maintained, 100 horſe, and 400 foot. Which 
_ © town (notwithſtanding ſeveral violent aſſaults and attempts) 
hath not only been maintained and defended, but they have 


made many ſallies on the rebels, and given them ſeveral 


great overthrows ; and indeed beyond expectation, (even al- 


© moſt to admiration) have gained ſeven ſtrong caſtles from

© the traitors 3 ſome of which they have burned, and the reſt 
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they maintain with good wards, being great bridles on the 


enemy; and yet, theſe nine months, have not had one penny 
Jol entertainment from the King or parliament, &c.” He 
further ſets forth in his letter, that the loſs of Limerick would 


have been prevented, had the forces come over, the parlia- 
ment long ſince had ordered; the cannon of which place had 
ſerved them to reduce all the caſtles in that county, except 
Loughir, defended for the Earl of Bath; and his own caſtle 
of Aſkeaton, (in which he maintained 100 men ſince the 


| | breaking out of the rebellion) which was then beſieged by 
4000 Iriſh, and in danger of being loſt. That the forces 
maintained by him, and commanded by his ſons, had deſtroyed 


above 3000 rebels ſince. the inſurrection; but was forced to 


fell his plate to pay the ſoldiers. He concludes, © I have, with 


© a free heart and a liberal hand, ſpent all that I have, and 


am able to do no more. I grieve not at my own loſſes or 
7 wants, though they have been very great; but to ſee theſe 
© ſeaſoned and well-diſciplined companies (100 whereof for the 


© preſent are more ſerviceable than 300 freſh men) to be with- 
©. out cloaths, or pay, afflicts me at the ſoul“ In a poſtſcript 
to the ſaid letter he adds, The towns of Wexford and Dun- 


© garvan are both, by ſea, lately furniſhed with ſtore of pow- 


der and ammunition, whereof I had certain advertiſement 
© this day; and an admonition to the commanders of thoſe 
© ſhips that are in pay from the houſe, to range and watch the _ 
c ſeas better, is humbly defired, as moſt requiſite.* In this, 


and other few, letters of his, that did not periſh in the confla- 


gration of Charleville-houſe, may be traced his intrepidity, 
generolity of his heart, ſuperiority of his underſtanding ; and 
alſo delineate him to be a brave, benevolent, and wiſe man, 


even in his laſt years. His noble ſpirit thought nothing too 


much to venture for the ſervice of his King and country, 


riſquing his whole family and fortune on the ſame bottom with 


the Proteſtant intereſt in Ireland; having in the battle of Liſ- 
carrol, fought Sept. 3, 1642, (when the Engliſh obtained a 


compleat victory) four of his ſons engaged, who all behaved 


with great valour; and loſt his ſecond ſon, the Lord Kinal- 


meaky, who in ſeveral rencounters had defeated the rebels. ' 


At length, this great Earl, in the midſt of theſe confuſions, 


departed this life at Youghall en, aged 77; and there was bu- 


ried, near the date (if not on the day) of the ceſſation con- 
cluded at Sigginftown, Sept. 15, 1643, *< unwilling * to ſur-

Liſmore, 
Tallow, Cloghnakilty, Iniſkeen, Caſtletown, and Bandon, 


© (which laſt place coſt him 14,0001.) infomuch that, when 


Cromwell ſaw theſe. prodigious improvements, which he 
© little expected to find in Ireland, he declared, That if there 
« had been an Earl of Cork in every province, it would have 
| © been impoſlible for the Iriſh to have raiſed a rebellion.” 
| © And whilſt he was carrying on theſe ſolid works, he lived

© the rebels; and hath ever ſince kept both troop and foot com- 
© pany together, in hope (his brother being thus killed) that

This Francis, whilft in Ireland, was very active againſt the 


rebels, till the ceſſation of arms, concluded with the Papiſts, 
on Sept. 15, 1643; after which, he, with his brother, the 
Lord Broghill, went over to England, and waited on King 


Charles I. at Oxford. That which I find next of him, is his going 


over to Holland with his wife; and in February 1647-8, * was

On May 13 following, Mr. Robert Boyle being at Stal- 


bridge, Mr. Francis Boyle and his lady accompanied him 


there; u alſo at Marſton in Somerſetſhire, the ſeat of their 


brother, the Lord Brogbill; the greateſt harmony being be 
tween all the brothers and ſiſters.

He was 
very ſagacious in diſcerning men's talents; and had ſuch 
a vaſt ſcheme of projects, that he could quickly ſet thoſe 
at work, who had leiſure and capacity; and, when he ſaw 
them engaged, would enable them by a handſome preſent 
to carry it on, He was very well verſed in Rabbinical 
learning, and the fathers ; had nicely conſidered the whole 

- controverſies of religion, and thoroughly underſtood the 
body of divinity ; he was abſolute” maſter of the mathe- 
matics, and knew the utmoſt in geometry; geography in 
its ſeveral parts, with hiſtory and books of travels, were 
his diverſion. He was expert in all the parts of phyſic; 
but for the hiſtory of nature, of the productions of all 
countries, of the virtues and improvements of plants, 
ores, and minerals, with their varieties in different cli- 
mates, he was, perhaps, the perfecteſt and exacteſt man 
in the world, which enabled him to make a greater number 
of different experiments, than any man that ever we read 
of; and he delivered his diſcoveries fo exactly, according 
to truth, that they may be ſafely depended upon. But his 
peculiar and beloved ſtudy was chemiſtry; in Which he 
engaged with no avaricious deſign, but only to find out 
nature, to ſee of what principles things were compounded, 
and into what they might be reſolved; and to prepare good 
medicaments, without ſpending his eſtate and time upon 
high pretenſions, but kept always within compaſs. 

: © He made chemiſtry much the better, and himſelf never 
the worſe or the poorer by it, making it an entertainment 
to himſelf, and a charity to others; the products being diſ-

The Counteſs of Ranelagh liyed to a great age, deceaſing 


on Dec. 23, 1691; and her character in life was ſo amiable, 
as deſerves particular mention. Her learned, virtuous, good 
brother, the Hon. Robert Boyle, Eſq; made her by his laſt 
will and teſtament gne of his executors, with an honourable 
teſtimony. of her great. merits ; but ſhe died before him, as 

| already mentioned. She had lived the longeſt on the moſt 
public ſcene, and made. the greateſt figure in all the revo- 
lutions of theſe kingdoms, for above fifty years, of any wo- 
man of her age. She employed her whole time, intereſt, and 
eſtate, in doing good; and as her great underſtanding, with 
the vaſt eſteem ſhe Was in, made all perſons, in their ſeveral 
turns of grandeur, deſire and value her friendſhip, it gave 
her a title to uſe her, intereſt with them for the ſervice of 
others, though ſhe never made advantage of it to any end or 
deſign of her own. She was contented. with 5 4 ee 
and though ſhe was twice ſtript thereof, it made no im- 
preffion on her; but was the general interceſſor for all per- 
ſons of merit or want. This had in her the better grace, 
and was both more Chriſtian and more effectual, as it was 
not limited within any narrow compaſs of parties or rela- 
tions. She divided her charities and friendſhips, her eſteem 
as well as her bounty, with the trueſt regard to merit, and 
her own obligations, without any difference on account of 
opinion. She had a vaſt reach both of knowledge and ap- 
prehenſion ; an univerſal affability, and eaſineſs of acceſs:

His Lordſhip, on June 18, 1730, was inſtalled one of the 
Knights Companions of the moſt noble order of the Garter ; 
and in the 18th ſtall in St. George's chapel. at Windfor is a 


plate of his arms, and the following inſcription under it:

On June 21, 1737, his Lordſhip was conſtituted Captain 
of the Band of Gentlemen-Penſioners. In 1732, his Lord- 
ſhip being at the city of Vork, the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, 
&c. ſent a deputation to return their thanks to him for the 
favour he had done them in building their afſembly-room, 
and other benefactions to the city, and to beg his Lordſhip's 
leave to preſent him with the ee thereof; whereunto 
iving bis conſent, they preſented him with it in a gold box. 
Ia 1733, he reſigned his place of Captain of the Band of 
Penſioners. His Lordſhip afterwards lived retired, buſying 
| kimſelf in his fine gardens at Chiſwick, and employing him- 
ſelf in architecture, wherein he was conſulted by ſeveral of 
the nobility, and was a benefactor towards the building of 
ſeveral public edifices. He departed this life at his ſeat at 
. Chiſwick, on December 3, 1753; and ſeven days after, his 
remains were carried from his houſe in Piccadilly to be in- 
terred at Laneſborough. In him his Engliſh honours became 
extinct ; but his Lordfhip's titles in Ireland devolved on his 
heir-male, the Right Hon. John Earl of Cork, and of Or- 
rery, Lord Viſcount Dungarvan, Baron Boyle of Marſton 
in the kingdom of England, Baron of Youghall, and Baron 
of Broghill. ' I ſhall therefore now proceed to treat of Roger,

Charles I. Earl of Orrery, and Lord Broghill. 
Which RockR Boyle i was knighted before he was ſeven 
years of age, viz. on Aprit 7, 1628; and at the interceſſion 
of his father, the Earl of Cork, King Charles I. by letters pa- 
tent, bearing date on February 28 following, created him a. 
Peer of the kingdom of Ireland, by the ſtile and title of Lord 
Broghill, Baron of Broghill, in com” Cork; afterwards erected 
into a lordſhip and manor. After his education in the college 
of Dublin, he was ſent to travel; and, returning to the Eng- 
liſh court in 1639, appeared ſo accompliſhed, that Algernon 
Earl of Northumberland conferred on him the command of his 
dyn troop of horſe, in that expedition into the North of Eng- 
land againſt the Scots. FEDBRSHS “ 
In 1641, he had the command ! of a troop of horſe raiſed 
by his father the Earl of Cork, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in ſeveral 
encounters with the Triſh rebels. Oh July 4, 1642 (as ob- 
ſerved in the hiſtory of * Ireland) the Lord Broghill, on his re- 
turn from the relief of Knockmore, met a party of rebels 
ſtrongly poſted near Capoquin; and though he had but 60

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horſe, and 140 foot, yet he boldly charged them, killed two 
of their beſt captains, and 200 of their ſoldiers, with very little 
loſs: He was afterwards, the fame year, in the battle of Lif- 


cCarrol. He, with three of his brothers, by their gallant be- 


haviour, obtained a compleat victory over the rebels, headed 
by fix lords of their party. In the engagement, his brother, 


the Lord Kinalmeaky, was killed; and his Lordſhip ventured 


ſo far, that he was taken priſoner, but immediately reſcued by 


the courage of ſome of his own men. His Lordſhip acted with 
vigour againſt them, till the ceſſation of arms, Sept. 15, 1643, 
which he earneſtly oppoſed, foreſeeing it would be” deſtructive 
to the Proteſtant intereſt in Ireland. On which account his 


Lone was at the head of a petition of the Proteſtants at 
unſter, to the Marquis of Ormond, Lieutenant-General, 
and the council of Ireland, ſetting forth, with great weight, 
their grievances, and beſeeching them to call to. mind, that 


his Majefty gave his royal aſſent to an act of parliament, obli- 


ging him{elf not to grant any pardon or terms of peace to the 
rebels, without the conſent of his parliament of England.” 
And being afterwards daily alarmed with plots of the Papiſts, 
who, among other contrivances, had formed a deſign on the 
city of Cork, he, with the Earl of Inchiquin, Sir William 
Fenton, and others, did, on July 18, 1644, write to his Ma- 
jeſty, * That no peace could be concluded with the Iriſh re- 


bels, which would not bring unto his Majeſty, and the Eng- 


© liſh in general, a far greater prejudice, than the ſhew of 4 


peace there would bring them advantage, &c. And there- 


© upon beſought him, that he would not ſo much regard fo in- 
conſiderable a handful of people as they were, as to purchaſe / 
© but a ſeeming ſecurity, by leaving thereby the Proteſtant re- 
© ligion, in all likelihood, to be extirpated, and his Majeſty 
© obnoxious to the loſs of that kingdom; further beſeechin 


© his Majeſty, that he would be pleaſed to proclaim again the 
_ © Triſh to be rebels, and not to pardon thoſe who have com- 


* mitted ſo many barbarous crimes, that they are as far above 


© deſcription, as they are ſhort of honeſty ; the. Iriſh profeſſing 
. © they had his Majeſty's commiſſion for what they did, The 


true ſenſe of which deviliſh aſperſion caſt upon his Majelty, 
© with other reaſons, made them reſolve to die a thouſand 
deaths, rather than condeicend to any peace, referring them- 
ſelves in other things to their declaration.“ : 

But ſuch a diſſatisfactory anſwer had they from the King, 
that the Lord Broghill, (who was made Governor of Limerick) 
with the Earl of Ichiquin, put themſelves under the protection 
of the parliament, and by their courage and conduct, drove 
the rebels out of moſt of the port-towns in Munſter, and other 
confiderable places there, _ formed a body of 12,000 men 
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in arms. His particular ſucceſſes againſt the rebels are re-

Cromwell and his Lordſhip ſet out together for Ireland. 
Oliver made a bloody entrance at Drogheda. The Lord 


_ © Broghill went ſouthward, and reduced Kinſale, Cork, 


© Bandon, and Youghall, without the effuſion of blood.“ 
Sir Richard Cox, in his Hiſtory. of Ireland, recites *, that 


the Lord Broghill brought the whole county of Cork to join 


againſt the rebels ; being inhabited by Engliſh, who could 
not endure the thoughts of joining with the Iriſh againſt their 
own countrymen ; and therefore all the towns there revolted 
at once from the Marquis of Ormond, and. proved very ad- 
vantageous to Cromwell, who otherwiſe had been forced to 
a long and dangerous march to Dublin, or embarked his men 
on board the fleet, that coaſted as he marched.

The Iriſh afterwards were fo difpirited, that Limerick ſur- 


rendered; and they never made head again, but were in gene- 


ral reduced. His Lordſhip had ſeveral other encounters with 


the enemy (recited by Sir Richard Cox and Whitlock) which 


were ſo concerted, and with ſuch vigilance and intrepidity exe- 
cuted, that victory ever attended him, though he always en- 
gaged with forces very ſuperior to him in number. And it may

His Lordſhip had the chief care in diſpoſing all thoſe who 
were in the King's intereſt in Ireland, to declare for a free par- 


lament. And in January 1659-60, as Sir Richard Cox ob- 


ſeryes in his hiſtory of that kingdom, ſurprized the caſtle of 


Dublin, and ſeized thoſe who were entruſted with the govern- 
ment, and ſent them to England. After which, their firſt act 
was to order a faſt and humiliation for their ſins; among which 
the murder of the King was enumerated; and all their actions 
were ſuitable: ſo that they ſeemed to contend, with England, 
which ſhould be moſt forward in reftoring the King. On Feb. 
14, they publiſhed a memorable declaration for a full and free 
parliament in Ireland, and the re-admiſion of the ſecluded 
members in the parliament of England. And the convention 
meeting in Ireland, purſuant to it, on March 14, publiſhed a 
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his Majeſty's declaration from Breda, of April 14, and chear- 


olly concurred in his reſtoration. 


On Sept. 5, 1660, in conſideration of his ſervices, he was 


created Earl of Orrery, in the kingdom of Ireland ; and, at the 
fame time, made Lord Prefident of the province of Munſter, 
Alſo, in October 1660, he was declared one of the three Lords 


Juſtices of Ireland, Who managed affairs there with great can- 


dor and moderation, as obſerved by the continuator of Sir Ri- 


chard Baker's chroniele. The next year he had the command 


of a regiment and an independent company in his Majeſty's ſer- 
vice; and, with John Lord Viſcount Maſſareen, was made 
collector of all ſuch monies as were preſcribed by his Majeſty's 
declaration of November 30, 1660. Likewiſe, on January 14, 
1661, he and the Lord Chancellor were ſworn Lords Juſtices. 


And, on April 30, 1662, they publiſhed an indulgence to diſ- 
ſenters, and continued in the government until July 28, 1662, 


The King chiefly entruſted the whole ſettlement of Ireland to 
his. Lordſhip's conduct; and it is obſerved by the writers of his 
life, that the proteſtants there may bleſs the day the Lord Or- 


rery was born, who cenfirmed thoſe old ſoldiers in their poſ- 


ſeſñons, who had given their children liberal education, ſo that 


they became profeſſors of law, divinity, and phyſic. 


In the year 1663, he obtained a patent for fairs and markets 
to be held for ever in his two villages of Rathgogran, called 


Charleville, and Ballymartra, now. Caſtlemark: and, by his 


great credit with the King, he ſometime after procured thoſe 
two places to be erected into boroughs, which return four mem- 


ders to the preſent parliament in Ireland; with the nomination 

of recorders, town-elerks, clerks of the market, and other of- 
fſcers, to him and his heirs for e per. „ 
HhHeing Lord Preſident of Munſter, where he had full power

both civil and military, his Lordſhip was very active in divert- 

Sir 
Richard Cox takes notice, that, in the year 1663, the Earl 
of Orrery diſcovered to the Lord Lieutenant a deſign of the

Tube feſt of his will ſhews his excellent prudence and judg- 
ment in ſettling his eſtate, and tender affection to bis lady and 
children. He conſtitutes Margaret Counteſs of Orrery (his 
wife) ſole executrix; and overſeers, Richard Earl of Cork and 
Burlington, Francis Lord Viſcount Shannon, John Lord Biſhop 
of Limerick and Kerry, Henry Howard, Eſq; brother to James 
Earl of Suffolk, Sir Francis Foulk, *Knt.

- He enjoyed very great employments with an univerfal 'reputa- 
tion, courted and reſpected by all parties; for, however he 
might temporize under Cromwell's government, it is rather an 
argument of bis prudence, than of bis diſloyalty, conſidering 
the ſuſpicions he lay under by the diſcovery of his deſign to en- 
gage with the King. His perſonal courage he had manifeſted in 
ſeveral encounters, and was little inferior to any of the greateſt 
captains of that age in military experience. He wrote four plays 
in heroic verſe, ; amongſt which is that of Maſtapha, eſteemed 
one of the beſt performances in the Jaſt century. He was alſo 

a man of great wit and ſolid ſenſe; ſerious in his whole deport- 
ment, tho' eaſy and affable to the meaneſt perſons; and fo plea- 
ſant, and withal ſo inſtructing, in bis converſation, that what- 
ever he ſaid, at once delighted and informed the mind. The 
writer of his life ſays, his table was a noble academy of plea- 
ſure, divinity, and morality; and that it was really eſteemed 
an honour . young nobleman, country-'ſquire, divine, 
gentleman, or merchant, to tell what my Lord of Orrery 
diſcourſed on at dinner.

Obſerving, in the buſy and inquiſitive age he 
lived in, that the hiſtory of animals had in a great meaſure been 
neglected, he made the ſtudy thereof his province, applying 
himſelf cloſely to the illuſtrating of it. For that end, he made 
a voyage into foreign countries, to ſearch out and deſcribe the 
ſeveral ſpecies of nature; and though he was not long abroad, 
| yet he travelled over moſt part of France, Spain, Italy, Ger- 
many, and the Low Countries; in all which places he was ſo 
diligent and ſucceſsful, that not many forts of animals, de- 


ſcribed by others, eſcaped his obſervation. He drew them out 


with a pencil, and they were afterwards, with great curioſity, ; 
engraven on copper-plates, at the charge of his relit, Emma, 
daughter of Sir Henry Bernard, Knt, and printed with this 
title: Ornithologiæ libri tres: in quibus aves omnes haftenus cognite 
in methodum, naturis ſuis convenientem redactæ, accurate deſcribun- 
tur, deſcriptiones iconibus elegantiſſimis, et vivarum avium ſimillimis, 
ri inciſis illuſtrantur.

This moſt ingenious Knight, having always the good of his 


country in his thoughts, entertained a Dutch mineral man , 
and taking light from his experience, built thereon far more 


profitable concluſions, practiſing a more ſaving way to make 
tin of what was, before, rejected for refuſe. He likewiſe 
undertook the coinage of ſilver out of mines in Wales, and 
Cornwall; and Charles I. (for he was living on his acceſſion 
to the throne) for his encouragement, and ſaving of expence, 
granted him the power of coinage, at Aberruſky, in Corn- 
wall; and the pence, groats, ſhillings, half-crowns, &c. + 
of this filver, had the oſtrich feathers (the cognizance of the 
Prince of Wales) for diſtinction, ſtamped on them. He like-

Henry Godolphin, fourth fon of Sir Francis, had his educa- 
tion in All- Souls college, in Oxford, and took his degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, on July 11, 1685. On Oct. 30, 1695, 
he was inſtituted Provoſt of Eton college; and on July 18, 170%, 
was inſtalled Dean of the cathedral church of St. Paul. He died 
at Eton, near Windſor, Jan. 29, 1732-3, in the 84th year, of 
his age, and enjoyed the uſe of his faculties to the laſt. He was 
very exemplary for his piety and charity; a great encourager of 
learning and virtue, without diſtinction of party; and ſo care- 
ful in the choice of the perſons he preferred, that he was hardly 
ever deceived in any inſtance. He has left many marks of his 
munificence at Eton- college, of which he was Provoſt 37 


years; and was a great benefactor to the bounty of Queen 
Anne, for the augmentation of ſmall livings, to which he gave at 


one time 4000 l. The corporation of the ſons of the clergy like- 


wiſe partook largely of his bounty, having given twice, within 


a few years, 500]. and to their collection, on Thurſday before 
he died, 1001. beſides great ſums given in private charity, for 
the relief of poor families, and ſingle perſons in diſtreſs. As he 
was Dean of St. Paul's, in 1726, being deſirous to retire, he 
reſigned that dignity, in favour of Dr. an, afterwards Biſhop 

of St, Afaph, and Chicheſter; ſo uncommon. an inſtance: of 


generoſity and friendſhip, that nothing more need be added to 
compleat his character. He married Mary, daughter of Colo- 


nel Sidney Godolphin, Governor of Scilly, and Auditor of 


Wales, before-mentioned : and left iſſue, Henry, who died 
on June 3, 1722; and Francis, who is now Lord Godolphin. 


He alſo left one daughter Mary, married in 1730, to William 


Owen, of Porkington, a gentleman of very conſiderable eſtate 


near Oſweſtry, in Shropſhire. 


Charles Godolphin, born 1651, fifth ſon, was choſen one 


of the members for Helſton, in that parliament which aſſem- 


bled at Oxford on March 21, 1680-1, and ſerved in every 
parliament after, both in the reigns of King James and King 
William.

intricate office before. He was alſo ſworn of their Majeſties 
'Privy-council, Feb. 16, 1688-9; and in November, 1690,

In the year 1695, bis Lordſhip was declared one of the

; © ſhore, ſomewhat within the land, ſtandeth Mount-Edge- 
© comb, a houſe builded and named by Sir Richard Edgecomb. 
It is built ſquare, with a round turret at each end, garreted 
on the top; and the hall riſing in the midſt, above the reſt, 
yieldeth a ſtately ſound, as you enter it. The parlour and 


and overlooks St. Nicholas iſland (lying in the mouth of 
the harbour) the royal citadel, Plymouth town, Stonchouſe, 


ſpring of water, ſtored with timber, wood: fruit, deer, and 
conies. A little below the houſe, in the ſummer evenings, 
ſail-boats come and draw their nets for fiſn.

manuſcript, intituled. A Friendly Remembrance of Sir

Among many his. virtues: (faith he) I will rehearſe only 
© theſe, namely, his knowledge, courteſy, and liberality. 
__ + His knowledge conſiſted in learning and wiſdom. Touch- 
© ing his religion, his upright dealing bears witneſs, 4 That 
% he, had the fruits of a good conſcience.” Beſides, in his 
© life-time he kept a chaplain in his houſe, who daily and duly 


aid ſervice; and, at his death, he had the grace to cal upon

His learning in the arts he attained by his ſtudy in the 
© Univerſity of Oxford, where he ſpent ſome part of his youth; 
not idly, nor only whilſt he bated his horſe (as the ſcholary 
* miniſter anſwered the biſhop's ordinary) but both orderly and 
s profitably, for he could tell what any man's errand was, 


that came to him, And in inditing of letters was fo ſkilful, 


that being on a time at the quarter ſeſſions, where was ſome 
„difference about the form of one to be ſent up to the Lords 
© of the Council, he ſtepped down from the bench, and at a 
* ſudden penned it ſo well, and to all their likings, as, with- 
© out farther amendment, they allowed, and ſent -itzforth. Vea, 
the Lord Cromwell, in this point, gave him eſpecial com- 
* mendations. He had alſo a very good grace in making Eng- 
* liſh verſes, ſuch as in thoſe days paſſed for current; which 
flowing eaſily from his pen, did much delight his readers. 


The ſharpneſs of his wit was alſo ſeen in his apophthegms; 


of which, though I have heard many, I only remember two; 
the one, That Ingratus was Latin for a prieſt,” (under-

. © viſion made beforehand, of all things belonging to the houſe- MW * 
hold, for two years at leaſt z and would very willingly beſtow | ; 
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© his money that way, whenſoever any good pennyworths were 
© to be had, though he did not preſently need it. Beſides, he 
4 was fo careful for his 8 as, at his death, he left 4001. 
© of old gold in his cheſt, for the ſuing of his ſon's livery. 
© Tt was moreover noted in him, that whatſoever he did, 
© he would be always girt with a ſword, at leaſt with a 
© hanger, His reaſon thereof was, as I have heard, that 
© ſome part of his oath of knighthood did bind him there- 
unto. Another point of his wiſdom was, that he conti- 
nually maintained one in London, to be a ſollicitor of his 
cauſes ; and to ſend him advertiſement, with the ſooneſt, 
of all occurrences from the court, and elſewhere ; wherein, 
if orders were given him of any buſineſs, concerning the 
© ſervice of his Prince or country, or that his help were 
© craved in behalf of his friend, he would not ſlack any time 
* nor overſlip any fit occaſion for diſpatch thereof. For his 
„friend, he would deal as adviſedly, and follow it as effec- 
© tually, as if the matter were his own. In his Princeſs's 
© ſervice, he was ae. with the foremoſt to execute her 
© commandments ; and prepared with the ſooneſt, to return 
© anſwer. And whenſoever he was to meet at any place, 
© for his country's affairs, he would always come with the 
« firſt, and part with the laſt, ſaying, ** It were better that 
« one man ſhould tarry for many, than many for one.” 
He was in ſpeech very fair, and in council very ſecret 
and yet was not his ſecretneſs towards his friends ſo cloſe, 
but that he would lovingly impart to them whatſoever was 
convenient; nor his filence in ſpeech ſo great, but that he 
could entertain every one with courteous words, accord- 
ing to their calling ; uſing to his betters reverence ; to his 
equals kindneſs; and to the meaner ſort, affability. And

1 his eſcape out of England, and took up his reſidence at Straſ- 
burgh, where the goſpd-was' profeſſed, and where he openly.

I ſhall now recite ſome particulars of his troubſes.

In the time of his ſermon, one of the guard lifted unto him, 


ia the pulpit, a maſs book, and à grail, taken the night before 


by Sir George Haward, with certain of the guard, out of Mr. 
Hurleflog's houſe, where Lady Mary heard maſg, and had not 
been long gone. The Duke, with the reſt of the nobility, re- 
quired Dr. Sandys to put his ſermon in writing, and appointed 
Mr. Leaver to go to London, and get it printed. Dr. Sandys 
required one day and a half for writing it, and at the day ap- 
pointed, Mr, Leaver came ready booted to receive it of him. 
As he was delivering of it, Mr. Adams, one of the beadles, 
came weeping, and prayed him to ſhift for himſelf, the Duke 
being retired, and 182 Mary proclaimed. Dr. Sandys 


| ſhewed no concern at what was ſaid, but delivered the ſermon 


written. The Duke of Northumberland that night ſent for Dr. 
Sandys, to proclaim Queen Mary in the mafket-place at Cam- 
bridge, and told him ſhe was a merciful woman, and that he 
had ſent to know her pleaſure, and looked for-a general pardon.

Dr. Sandys _ 
replied, I ſhall'not be aſhamed of bonds, bur if I could do as 
Mr. Mildmay can, I need not to fear bonds: for you came 
« down againſt Queen Mary, and armed in the field, and now 
return for Queen Mary; before a- traitor,- and now a great 
friend. I cannot, with one mouth, blow hot and cold after 
On this, his ſtable was robbed of four excellent geldings, 
and an inventory taken of all his goods by Mr. Moor, beadle 
of the univerſity. He was ſet on a lame horſe, that halted to 
the ground, which a friend of his perceiving, prayed that he 
might lend him a nag, to which the yeoman of the guard con- 
ſented. At the end of the town ſome papiſts reſorted thither 
to jeer him; and ſome of his friends, who mourned for him,

he would receive none. He was then in the prime of life, and 
admired for his learning, eloquence, ſobriety, and other vir- 
tuous morals. His exhortations to_ the people were delivered 
with that energy, as drew tears from many, and made them

After he had been nine weeks priſoner in the Marſhalſea, he 
was ſet at liberty, by the mediation of Sir Thomas Holcroſt, 
the Knight Marſhal. Sir Thomas ſued earneſtly to Dr. Gar- 
diner, Biſhop of Wincheſter, for his deliverance, but could 
not prevail, except Dr. Sandys would be one of their ſe ; and 


then, he ſaid, he ſhould want nothing. He wrung at laſt out 


of the Biſhop, that if the Queen could like of his deliverance, 
he would not be againſt it; which was Sir Thomas's laſt re- 
queſt, Thereupon he made intereſt with two ladies of the privy 
chamber to move the Queen to it, who was contented, if the 


Biſhop of Wincheſter approved of it. Sir Thomas watched 
his going to ſpeak with the Queen, and followed him with a 


warrant for ſetting him at liberty; and prayed the two ladies to 


put the Queen in mind of Dr. Sandys. On which the ſaid, 


© Wincheſter, . what think you of Dr. Sandys ? is he not ſuf- 
« ficiently puniſhed ?? And Gardiner, remembering his promiſe, 
faid he was not againſt it, if her Majeſty liked to diſcharge 


him. Saith the Queen, Then truly we would he were ſet at 
IM he Oh On which Sir Thomas Holcroft immediately offer- 


ed the Queen the warrant, who ſigned the ſame, and cauſed 


Wincheſter to ſubſcribe his name thereto. The warrant was 


given to the Knight Marſhal again ; but as the Biſhop went 
out from the Queen, he called to Holcroft, commanding him 
not to ſet Dr. Sandys at liberty, till he had taken ſureties of

Returning with the keeper to the Marſhalſea, he ſtaid there 
that night, and the next day gave a dinner to all the priſoners, 
taking his farewell of them with many tears, particularly of 
Mr. Leger, who, at his own requeſt, was permitted by the 
keeper to be his bed- fellow. Their parting was very ſorrow- 
ful, with many tears, the one falling on the other's neck; and 
ſo he departed, clearly delivered. without examination or bond. 
From thence he went to the King's-bench, and there talked 
with Mr. Bradford, and Robert Farrer, Biſhop of St. David's, 
then priſoners. He comforted them, and they praiſed God 
for his happy deliverance. He went by Wincheſter's houſe. and 
there took boat, and came to William Banks, his friend in Lon- 
don, with whom he remained one night, and the next FS e

Dr. Watſon, and Mr. Obrillopberſan, coming to the Biſhop 
of Wincheſter" s, Chancellor of England, told him, he had ſet 
at liberty the greateſt heretick in England, and one who, of 
all others, had moſt corrupted the univefſity of Cambridge.

him above 100 marks, which he paid again; and by his other

He was removed from Newgate to the King's Bench priſon, 
Southwark, ſhortly after his conviction, where he lived but a 
ſew months, being ſick (faith Camden) of an irrecoverable 
diſeaſe at the time of his trial? ; and dying on the 25th of July, 
1601, aged 39, was interred in the church of St. George, in 
that borough.

His Lordſhip, who was alſo one of the Fellows of the Royal 
| Society, departed this life at Hagley, on Auguſt 22, 1773. 
phyſician who attended his Lordſhip in his laſt illneſs, has given 
the following account thereof, in a letter dated Auguſt 28: 
« On Sunday evening the ſymptoms of his Lordſhip's diſorder, 
which for a week paſt had alarmed us, put on a fatal appear- 
ance, and his Lordſhip believed himſelf to be a dying man. 
From this time he ſuffered by reſtleſſneſs rather than pain; and 
though his nerves were apparently much fluttered, his mental 
faculties never ſeemed ſtronger when he was thoroughly awake. 

„His Lordſhip's bilious and hepatic complaints ſeemed alone 
not equal to the expected mournful event ; his long want of 
ſleep, whether the conſequence of the irritation in the bowels, 
or, which is more probable, of cauſes of a different kind, ac- 
counts for his loſs of ſtrength, and for his death very ſuffici- 
ently, COS | DE 

0 Though his Lordſhip wiſhed his approaching diſſolution 
not to be lingering, he waited for it with reſignation. He ſaid, 
it is a folly, a keeping me in miſery now to attempt to prolong 
life; yet he was eaſily perſuaded for the ſatis faction of others, to 
do or take any thing thought proper for him. On Saturday he 
had been rearkably better, and we were not without ſome 
hopes of his recovery. | * 

On Sunday, x 45 eleven in the forenoon, his Lordſhip 
| ſent for me, and ſaid he felt a great hurry, and wiſhed to have a 
little converſation with me in order to divert it. He then pro- 
ceeded to open the fountains of that heart, from whence good- 
neſs had fo long flowed as from a copious ſpring. Doctor, ſaid 
he, you ſhall be my conſeſſor; when I firſt ſet out in the world, 
T had friends who endeavoured to ſhake my belief in the Chriſ- 
tian religion. I ſaw difficulties which ſtaggered me; but I kept 
my mind open to conviction. The evidences and doctrines of 
_ Chriſtianity, ſtudied with attention, made me a moſt firm and 
_ perſuaded believer of the Chriſtian religion. I have made it the 
rule of my life, and it is the ground of my future hopes, I 
have erred and ſinned ; but have repented, and never indulged 
any vicious habit, In politics and public life, I have made public 
good the rule of my conduct. I never gave counſels which I did 
not at that time think beſt. I have ſeen that I was ſometimes in 
the wrong, but 1 did not err deſignedly. I have endeavoured 
in private life to do all the good in my power, and never for a 
moment could indulge malicious or unjuſt deſigns upon any

On the evening when the ſymptoms of death came on, he 
faid, I ſhall die; but it will not be your fault. When Lord 
and, Lady Valentia came to ſee his Lordſhip, he gave them his 
ſolemn benediction, and ſaid, be good, be virtuous my Lord, 
ou mult come to this. Thus he continued giving his dying 
beneditions to all around him. On Monday morning, a lucid 
interval gave ſome ſmall hopes, but theſe vaniſhed in the even- 
1 ing; and he continued dying, but with very little uneaſineſs, 
till Tueſday morning Auguſt 22, when between ſeven and 
eight o'clock he expired, almoſt without a groan.”
